Events Have Confirmed Wisdom of 
Ruhr Policy. Poincare Says. 
By the Associated Press. 
GONDRECOURT, France. Aug. 
27.— “The best way to be aided, not 
only by Heaven, but by men, is to 
commence helping one’s self,”” said 
Premier Poincare yesterday in his 
address here. 


“It is this conviction that led us 
into the Ruhr,” the Premier con- 
tinued. “All that happened before 
—all that happened since—confirms 
our belief that we were right.” 

These words ended the Premier's 
address which was devoted chiefly 
to the coming to the battle front of 
the Americans. 

M. Poincare praised the idea of 
recording the arrival of American 
troops in France with plaques in- 
scribed in English and French, “In 
remembrance of the heroic days of 
the great war. when the sons of 
France and the sons of America, 


‘side by side, gave their lives for lib- 


erty.” He then recalled his visit, 
when President of France, to Gen. 
Pershing at Chaumont. 

“Tsut.”” he continued, “I felt even 
more profoundly how great and ad- 
mirable was America’s resolution 
when I came with him near here on 
the plateau of Delouze to review his 
first divisions and when he asked 
their valiant of- 
ficers.”” 

Tribute to American Troops. 

M. Poincare described the Amer- 
ican troops as “an army that still 
which grew day by 
day and month by month and as- 
seurmned formidable proportions; an 
army which in mass movement on 
the march displayed certain inexper- 
ience but whose leaders and soldiers 
magnificent in spirit and ener- 
gry: an army that crossed the ocean 
to defend on foreign soi!. not only

Germany Must Pay as France Did in 
1871. Premfer Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHASSEY-BEAUPRE, France, 
Aug. 27.—Premier Poincare, in an 
address in this village yesterday 
served notice on Germany that she 
must make an heroic effort to pay 
reparations just as France did in 
1871. 

The address was delivered at the 
dedication of a monument to war 
dead. In it the Premier told Ger- 
many not to look for any reduction 
in her reparations debt. 

“What we did 53 years ago,” 
Poincare, “they can try to do now. 
If they do not try to do it they will 
compel us to enforce against them 
the menace they made then, ‘pay us 
or we remain.’ 

France. continued Poincare, had 
to pay 5,000,000,000 frances, which 
“was an enormoussum then. He told 
how the country had raised other 
billions to pay the expenses of the 
war simply by getting to work. He 
added that the French payments 
could be proved, while as for the 
German Chancellor, Stresemann’s, 
assertion regarding Germany's pay- 
ments. he declared, “it is vain to 
pretend that Germany already has 
paid 43,000,000,000 gold marks or 
even 25,000,000,000, as was esti- 
mated bY an economic institute of 
Washington. which has been impos- 
sible for me to identify end w hich 
i; not listed in the Congressiona!
